Vote “Yes” and Save Forests 


M the state, country, continent, or world, had the privi- 
ledge of enjoying the grandeur of the magnificent forests in 
this beatiful country. Some were disappointed in finding the 
former prides of the forests laid down by the woodsman’s ax, 
or mutilated by the fury of fire. The gruesome spectacle served 
to impress the importance of the numerous lessons we have 
heard on the rapidly diminishing forests. Every year, a week 
is devoted to education in fire prevention, yet the destruction 
by fire is small compared to the- gleanings of the great lumber 
industries. If the lumber industry is so important and profit- 
able, why are the forsts not being replenished? 

From 50 to 100 years are required for re-forestation. 
Planting and caring for the trees is an expense. By the time 
the trees reach maturity, 50 to 100 dollars annual taxes upon 
the land and upon the growing crop, plus the cost of fire con- 
trol and administration have amounted to more than the value 
of the crop grown. 

To remedy this situation proposition 22 has been placed 
on the ballot for the coming election. A vote of yes on this 
measure will exempt the young trees from taxation, and in 
the end will mean more timber and revenue for California;

Definite action looking toward the 
equipping of the Campus “Y” room 
for the men of the college has been 
taken by Kenneth Schroll, vice pres. 
ident, who has ¢onsulted with Prin. 
cipal D. K. Hammond for the object 
of securing funds needed from tha 
school authorities. 

Already some of the furniture has 
been obtained and it is expected that 
the room will be ready for use with- 
in a short time. 

The charge of the room has been 
given to Schroll. According to plans, 
the room is to be furnished with a 
table and chairs, a davenport set, 
magazine and rack and book stand. 
The members of the “Y” are hoping 
to install a radio later. 

The room will be open for all the 
men of the college, Schroll said. 
It is intended to make it a social 
room where the men students may 
meet and where committee meeting; 
of college organizations may be held. 
The need for such a room has become 
apparent, Schroll said. Students may 
use the room at any time during the 
day. Committee meeting will be sche. 
duled with Schroll to avoid conflicts. 

Members of the “Y” cabinet have 
been puzzled this year over the means 
by which money for equiping the 
room was to be raised. Estimates 
placed the amount required at close 
to $100. With the school supplying 
the funds this problem will be re- 
moved.
